Life Sentence 5iven the Indiana Wo-

Awful Crime. 


Hartford City. Ind., Oct 28—An in- 


dictment by the grand jury, a vlea cf 
guilty, a sentence of life imprisonment 
and on the road to prison, all within 
six hours, brought the Krauss murder 
case to a sudden termination yester- 
day afternoon. Besides the few attor- 
neys in the room Ihere -were br.c tour 
men and one boy as spectators in the 
court room at tho time. 


llrs. Krauss was pale and trembling. 


About noon the grand jury returned 
the indictment, 
charging 
her -with 


-mmier in the first degree. At 4:30 she 
was brought into Court and pleaded 
guilty, at the same time1 handing tr.e 
;;udge her written confession. The cnse 
was given to the iury which was irnrne 
diately impaneled 
and instructed by 


the judge to bring in a verdict accord- 
ing to the plea. 


The jury was out but a half hour, 


when a verdict was returned fixing her 
penalty at life imprisonmcnt-

Floats Gracefully at St. Louis—Ben-

St. Louis, Oct. 28.—Floating grace- 


fully in the air at an average height 
of 30 feet above the heads of the sev- 
eral thousand spectators, the airship 
designed and built by T. C. Benbow 
of Columbus, Mont., made what the in- 
ventor declares was a successful trial 
flight in the aeronautic concourse at 
the world's fair.
